| Q. What is the name of this cut of 
| meat? 


A. This is the beef heel of round. 
Q. Where does the cut come from, 


and how is it identified? 
A. The heel of round is cut from 
above the hind shank. It is a tri- 
angular, boneless cut of meat weigh- 
ing 4 to 6 pounds. | 
Q. How should this cut be prepared? 
A. This cut is usually prepared as a 
pot-roast. The heel of round is one 
of the less-tender cuts of meat, and 
therefore is cooked by the moist- 
heat method of braising. It is first 
browned in hot lard or drippings, 
then a small amount of liquid (usu- 
ally % se is added. The meat is | 
covered closely and cooked slowly 
‘until tender, allowing 316 to 4 hours 
for cooking. Often this cut is cooked 
in liquid, either as a stew or with 
Vegetables as a “boiled” dinner. 
en cooking in liquid, the heel of 
round is covered with water, vege- 
table juices or marinating liquids. 
Then the utensil is covered closely 
and the meat simmered until tender.

Harold Russell, handless war vet- 
eran who starred in ‘‘Best Years of 
Our Lives,” insisted he was fighting 
mad the other day during a per- 
sonal appearance visit to Chicago. 

The lovable ex-GI, who uses 
hooks for hands, let off a little 
steam while touring veterans’ hos- 
pitals in the Chicago area—and his 
plaint seemed to anticipate the 
aims of the newly formed Hospi- 
talized Veterans Foundation.
